But that wasn’t the end of the affair,.for five minutes later 

Horseman told Powell that he had changed his mind and was 

willing to stay. This placed the manager in a dilemma and he 
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decided to wait until tonight before announcing the decision. 

However Powell has released the former Dunstable mid-field 
player Alan Davies, who joined Wycombe at the start of the 
season. Powell explained his decision by saying, ‘‘I have got too 
many players in my squad and Alan’s form has been a little dis- 
appointing.” í
